But isn't it compulsion, in some 
form or other, that keeps all of us 
going and holds the world togethe 
in a more or less orderly state? 


The Communists (who of cours'

World's society of capital and la 
bor, organized under the wage-anc 
profit system, as a state of fore 
and oppresion. But there is a com 
pulsion upon all of us. The worker' 
wage and the owner's profit are th 
sarric thing stated 
by

names —an effort by the indivic 
ual man to find security and happ 
ness. 


There is no compulsion, of course 


in the Communist state — no com 
pulsion, that is, by the names o 
''wages" or "profit." But there i 
a negligible form 
of

ji into'jail or put to death.

position is that it cries down a 
the ancient liberties for which men 
have fought

states — to pick at the minor flaws 
and disagreements that beset men 
even under the best of all govern- 
ments . . . the democratic ones. 
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'Clean House' 
Dr. Cannon 
Tells Society 


New Orleans, March 8 (IP)— An 


elderly surgeon and general prac- 
tioner said here today that 
the 


:>cst way for doctors to fight "so- 
cialized medicine" in this country 
is to "clean house." 


Dr. G. E. Cannon, 80, of Hope 


Ark., made the statement in an 
interview while attending the 13th 
annual New Orleans graduate mod 
ical assembly. 


Dr. Cannon said many doctors 


arc overcharging patients 
while 


others are not giving patients the 
service they should. 


"It's ridiculous to think of gov 


ernment in medicine," 
he 
said 


"It just wouldn't work. 


"But these socialized 
medicin 


people are encouraged by execs 
sive charges being made now by 
some practitioners. 


"And some doctors believe tha 


patients are supposed to get sic 
only at certain hours of the day 
They forget that 
illness doesn"

Dr. Cannon, who has been prac 


ticing since 1898, said he still work 
between 10 and 12 hours a da 
and is "available whenever ncec 
ed."

HorsemeatMqy 
Develop Into 
Big Scandal 


Dallas, Tex., March 9 — (UP)— 


The Texas swindle in which large 
shipments of horsemeat was sold 
as "beef" may develop into a na- 
tionwide scandal, officials said to- 
day. 


At least 19,000 pounds of 
the 


meat, labeled as "beef 
tenders" 


were seized Tuesday 
in 
Dallas, 


Fort Worth and Houston. Investiga- 
tors said the meat may have found 
its way to lunch counters as far 
distant as Tampa, Fla. 


I believe these sales are being 


made on a nationwide basis, with 
the meat probably coming 
from 


the vast stockyard centers," Dr. 
J. W. Bass, Dallas city health of- 
ficer, said The Chicago stockyards 
denied handling the meat. 


However, there were conflicting 


theories on the original shipping 
point of the meat. No one could ex- 
plain how 1,900 pounds seized 
at 


Houston got into boxes bearing a 
Fort Worth firm's stamp. The 
meat, itself, was not stamped as 
required by federal law. 


Dr. W. V. Bradshaw, Fort Worth 


city health director, said much of 
the meat may already have 
been 


sold to innocent restaurateurs and 
butchers. 


He said 6,000 pounds had been 


shipped from Dallas to Fort Worth, 
but only half of it had been found. 
Bradshaw assumed that the unre- 
trieved portion had found its way 
to the lunch counter menus. 


Bass disclosed 
that 
shipments 


from Dallas went to Fort Worth. 
Houston, Austin. Waco and "other 
Texas cities." 


Invoices disclosed the 
shipment 


was sent to Dallas by a Kansas 
City packer, who later suid he was 
innocent. 


Texas wholesalers, brokers 
and 


retailers who handled part of the 
consignment claimed th e y had 
paid for "buff," which wholesales 
at 97 cents a pound, and got horse« 
meat, which sells for 10 to 15 cents 
per pound.

Arrival of U. S. Arms in 
France Is Part of Grand 
Defense Plan of the Allies

America's billion dollar military 


aid program for the rearming 
of 


Western Europe got 
under 
way 


yesterday, thus starting implemen- 
tation of the Grand Defense stra- 
tegy of the Atlantic allies, approved 
by President 
Truman 
only 
six 


weeks ago. 


It is worthy of note that the first 


shipment was to France. This con- 
sisted of warplanes which were put 
aboard the French aircraft carrier 
Dixmude at Norfolk. 


France will get further help, and 


her acting ambassador, Jean Dar- 
idan, declared that the 
aid pro- 


gram "will facilitate the 
deter- 


mined effort which France is mak- 
ing to ensure her own security, a 
condition and consequence of the 
security of all." 


M. Daridan 
wasn't 
employing 


empty words. La Belle France "is 
vastly worried about her security 
and with good reason, having been 
trampled u n d e r the hob-nailed 
boots of invading 
armies 
three 


times since 1870. 


As a matter of fact the current 


state visit 
of French President 


Auriol to London is said to be con- 
cerned in part with defense of Eu- 
rope in general and of France in 
particular. As Paris sees it, 
the 


American-Western European 
mili- 


tary strategy is based on Britain. 


The French 
want the defense 


centered solidly around their coun- 
try so that it won't again be over- 
run by foreign troops. 


France's recent sensational pact 


with Germany's former rich coal- 
mining Saar basin fits into 
this 


picture. The Saar becomes a "re- 
public" with considerable autono- 
my but with Paris in control of 
military security and foreign 
af- 


fairs. France also gets the coal for 
fifty years. All this is subjec to 
approval of a German peace trea- 
ty conference. 


Now as pointed out in a previous 


column, the Saar basin is of vast 
strategic 
value militarily, 
quite 


apart from her wealth 
of 
coal. 


France wants this zone as a buf- 
fer against invasion.
